To love him, qualifies j 
the first part of the sentence. Owe! 
him no g rudg e or ill will. 
The; 
person who will not pay or try to 
pay their just and honest debts i 
is no Christian and is unworthy 
a place in the church. 
"The text refers to our debt of; 
g ratitude, our 
responsibility 
to 
Christ and to others. 
"I owe a debt to my parents 
j 
that I can never pay . 
They like! 
the partner on the tetter totter, 
j 
went down that I mig ht g o up. 
I j 
am in debt to the church for life.; 
She took me in, pray ed for me, i 
g ave me spiritual instructions that, 
has meant every thing in shaping 
my life. 
She has overlooked my 
faults and my failures.

I suppose it Is because 
we think only of utility w hi> they 
thoug ht of beauty." 
My friend Is, I think, an admlr- 
flhle Illustration of a ]>ecullar blind­ 
ness that marks our generation. 
He Is .smitten wdth a nostalgia 
for departed glories and is wholly 
insensitiv e to the drawing beauty 
of our own time. 
The makers of the great cathe- 


dre.le were not exalted dreamers 
who scorned 
utility; 
they were 
simply good and g reat workmen 
who used the materials they had to 
the best 
possible 
adv antage for 
utility as well 
as for 
beauty; In 
short, they did exactly what our 
modern architects are doing. 
As 
far as I can see, even the creators 
of a Chartres never sacrificed utll- 
itj' for beauty. 
The tresses we admire were to 
strengthen the walls; they w'ere not 
added for beauty’s sake. 
The alluring arches were neces­ 
sary to hold up the roof; they w'ere 
not designed first for beauty s sake. 
The window's w'ere small that the 
wall might be strong and that de­ 
fense might he easier. 
To ape these features of en older 
architecture in a day when we mav 
build v ast and soaring buildings, 
around a steel skeleton, when we 
m ay hove safety and streng th with 
a thin w’all of brick, when w'e mav 
substitute aluminum and lig ht al­ 
loys for the bronze and cast iron 
of an earlier time, w'hen w'e mav 
m ake walls almost wholly of glas.s 
that give us access to the health- 
g iv ing rays of the sun. is sheer 
pedantry and ancestor w’or.ship. 
If we keep our eye at once uiv^n 
utility and beauty, while taking full 
advantage of the latest knowledge 
of structural materials and design, 
w e shall do for our time what the 
cathedra,l builders did for theirs.
